Takes Place in Swimming cabk. 

The life saving was two years ago in the 
swimming tank at Las Vegas. The sory 
of the rescue was told by Mr. Jansen him- 
self yesterday only after he found out.that 
something of it was known. In his own 
words the story is as follows: 

“ ‘The incident was two years ago while I 
was in Las Vegas with my oldest boy and 
Olsen. We went to the swimming tank in 
the hotel, and the two boys were already 
in the water when I attempted to dive off 
the springboard. I have a game knee, and 
in jumping from the board somehow I turned 
it, so that whem I landed in the water I could 
not use that leg, and it was paining me ter- 
ribly.

HE HAS TO BUY. 


Everybody in St. Petersburg Expects 
the Conflict im the Far East to Go 
QOn—Men Behind the Throne Declare

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 26.—It seems al- 
most useless to repeat that Russia won't ac- 
cept Japan’s latest terms, which are de- 
scribed as her ultimatum.

Portsmouth, N. H., Aug. 26.—There was no 
rupture in the peace negotiations today. 
Peace is by no means assured, but an im- 
portant crisis has been tided over, and the 
fact that the life of the conference has been 
prolonged into next week adds materially to 
the chances of a favorable issue. 

According to the Russian version it was 
Japan and not Russia which weakened this 
afternoon. M. de Witte publicly announced 
after the sitting that it was Baron Komura 
who asked for an adjournment until Monday 
in order to have time to submit a new propo- 
sition. Yet it is known that M. de Witte has 
received instructions sent after the presi- 
dent’s intercession at Peterhof through Am- 
bassador Meyer to agree to the division of 
Sakhalin and to permit liberal compensation 
.for the Russian prisoners of war and the 
cession of the Chinese Hastern railroad, but 
to continue absolutely to refuse to pay war 
tribute under any guise. This was described 
as Russia's “ ultimatum,”’ leaving over the 
same old question of money the stumbling 
block to an agreement. 


Cards in Diplomatic Game. 


In the regular course of procedure, after 
the presentation of the Japanese compromise 
proposition on Wednesday, the diplomatic 
move passed to Russia, and it was M. de 
Witte’s turn to present the counter proposi- 
tion of his government. If he succeeded, as 
is intimated, in withholding his card and 


doubtedly gained a point in the game. 

But no adequate account of the proceedings 
at today’s meeting is forthcoming. The pleni- 
potentiaries, by agreement, excluded the 
secretaries. There were. no minutes.

Roosevelt’s Motives Sincere.

General recogni- 
tion is given of the president's earnest desire 
for peace, and it is believed that he is doing 
honestly what he considers is best for Rus- 
sia’s interests.

He is not willing to 
place an important matter in the hands of 
men who have no affiliation whatever with 
his country and who may have a pro-Japan- 
ese leaning. Besides, there can be no ques- 
tion of payment for what ‘s Russian terri- 
tory. A commission he regards as unneces- 
sary, and in any event impossible. 
The pressure of the president and of the 
vheads of other neutral states may modify 
the czar’s decision. There has never been 
any question save in the minds of those who 
failed to make sufficient investigation that 
Kaiser Wilhelm was codperating faithfully 
and efficiently with the president. The Rus- 
sian government naturally desired to make 
the world believe that there was a lack of 
unanimity on the part of the neurtal states 
in connection with the question of the reason- 
ableness of the Japanese demands Combina- 
tion of the powers to exercise mora! pressure 
upon the czar strengthened the hand of 
Japan, but Russia had no wish that her 
enemy should gain knowledge of the fact. 

This was the real reason why there has 
been put out statements to the effect that 
Germany would like to see the war go on, 
finding advantage in Europe in the further 
weakening of Russia.

years of notable achievement should have 
been clouded at their close by dissensions | 
with the home government.” 


“Superior Person,” Says Daily Mirror. 

The Daily Mirror explains the reason for 
all this by recalling “‘ when he was at Ox- 
ford a witty undergraduate hit him-off in 
a phrase ‘superior person.’

ROAL PHONG IN AIRSHIPS. 


GREEK INVENTS ONE WHICH CAN | 
AGAINST WIND. 


‘New Vessel Is Constracted So as to 


Only to Such as Suit the Purpose of 
the Navigator—Experts Praise the 
Invention and Declare It Is a Com~ 
plete Success,

LONDON, Aug. 26.—A new airship, the in- 

vention of a Greek named Marinakis, which 
has been patented in the united kingdom and 
British colonies, and which has obtained the 
favorable opinion of several British experts, 
is to be tried soon before representatives of 
the war office, who were impressed by the 
report upon the machine by H. C. Braun, 
| technical adviser to the London chamber of 
arbitration, who says: | 

“I have gone most carefully into the in- 
vention, and procured more than one sketch 
of the model, the frame, the wind guard, 
,and the tractor, and am prepared to say I 
consider the invention exceedingly clever. 
I have no hesitattion in saying that the in- 
vention is a distinct step in the right direc- 
tion and likely to lead to the most important 
results in aerial navigation.” 

Can Oppose Contrary Currents. 

One of the many difficulties connected with 
navigation of the air has been the inability 
of airships to oppose comtrary currents. 
Marinakis considers that he has surmounted 
this difficulty. His vessel.is so constructed 
that a current of air which otherwise would 
interfere with the desired course of the ship 
is broken up, deflected, and caused to pass 
alongside, thereby more or less nullifying 
the pressure of side currents. 

The salient point of the invention is the 
tractor, which is placed in the front part of 
the airship, where it does the double duty of 
propulsion and steering. It can be driven 
by any motive power, being composed of four 
or more arms equal to or longer than half 
the diameter of the airship. 


Protected from Varying Winds. - 
The object of this arrangement is to pro- 
tect the fromt part of the ship from the in- 
fluence of wind. Blades of proportionate size 
are placed s0 as to move the airship forward 
whilst protecting its side from the wind. 
Attached to the tractor is a wind guard of 
ingenious character. The airship is steered 
‘py the varying direction of the vertical axis 
oh which the tractor is curved. The motor 


is placed at the rear. The airship has a long, 
cylindrical body.

A _ collision between 
these rival and insatiable ambitions appears 
inevitable. The form which it will take re- 
maing to be seen.

AMERICAN CHARACTERISTICS. 
The people.of other countries have marked 


| characteristics which enfible us promptly to 


‘distinguish those of¢one tationality from 
those of another. Many Americans would 
‘have little difficulty in telling an English 


visitor or immigrant from a German, or a 


Frenchman from an Italian, regardiess of 
the difference between them in language 
and personal appearance. Americans are 
‘disposed to regard themselves, however, as 
‘derived from too many nationalities and as, 
thereforé;"too heterogeneous to constitute 


as yet a peculiar type of people. 


That this is a mistaken view is shown by 


the quickness with which people all over 
the continent of Europe, from monarchs | 
down to waiters and bath attendants, recog- 


nize an American. The American speaks 
the same language as the Englishman, and 
they look a good deal alike, but despite these 
facts the one is seldom taken for the other. 
Americans must have obvious peculiarities 


of manner and character which mark them 


off from all other people. 


“Tudor Jenks attempts in a magazine arti- 


cle to enumerate our more prominent char- 
acteristics. First of all, we are distin- 
guished for “smartness.” We are ready, 
keen, quick to “ catch on.” Popular educa- 
tion, frequent changes of residence and og- 
cupation, and democratic social life have 


given us “ abundance of the small change of 


life,”” whether for purposes of conversation 
or more material affairs. We are inclined 
to garrulity, and’ our garrulousness often 
takes the formof a broad humor which is 
peculiarly our own. We are intrepid. For- 
eigners sometimes charge us with bragBing 
and blustering, but they are always cautious 
about acting on that assumption. We are 
conceited, but much less so about ourselves 
as individuals than about ourselves as a 

mation. We are chivalrous to our women; 
foreigners think we spoil both them and 
our children by overindulgence. We are 
essentially practical. We are more disposed 
than any other people to ask in regard toa 
matter, not what do others say about it, but 


what is the fact, not what would our an- 


cestors have done, but what onght we to do. 

The opinion is widespread abroad that 
Americans are extremely commercial—that 
they love money for money’s sake. Many 
‘foreigners consider this Americans’ most 
marked characteristic. Mr. Jenks contends 
that this is not the fact. That we seek 
money more strenuously than any other 
people he admits, but it is not because we 
want the mouey, but because we want what 
it will buy, and because it will buy more 
here than anywhere else. There are many 
locks the money key will not open in Eng- 
land and on the continent, no matter how 
worthy its possessor. “In America,” ac- 
cording to Mr. Jenks, “‘ the dollar opens all 
doors, provided a man be what he should: 
be.” That we don't seek and love mon¢y 
for its own sakeyhe says, is shown by the 
generosity with which we give it away and 
the lavishness with which we spend it. 

_ Mr, Jenks’ description of American char- 


acteristics seems, as far as it goes, to be a 


pretty true and fair one. The peculiarities 
he mentions are not calculated to make a 
people entirely agreeable and lovable. They 
indicate, however, a healthy, vigorous, self- 
reliant’ type of men who can worry along 
without the world’s affection and entire ap- 


proval so long as they can command its re- 
_ spect and be bend it to their r purposes.

LITERATURE AND COOKERY. 

‘Thackeray once replied to a person 
had expressed disregard for what he ate: 
“ Sir, respect your dinner,” A similar sen- 
timent may bave inepired a professor of lit- 
erature in a leading western university to 
prepare a cook book which shall be in cor- 
rect English and in literary style., He prob- 
ably respects his dinner and the cook book 
as thé condition of his dinner. He may also 
have the possibilities of a literary atmos- 
phere for the kitchen, the literary uplifting 
of the domestic, and a larger degree of in- 
terest in the kitchen on the part of Hose who 
are its general managers. — 

The professor says: “I don'tebe why the 
cook book is not as legitimate a part of liter- 
ature as science or history, and I look upon 
it in that light.” And why not? Gilbert 
White described the natural history and an- 
tiquities of Selborne, Izaak Walton, the 
technicalities of angling, Hugh Miller the 
testimony of the rocks, in books which are 
as famous for their literary quality as they 
are for information concerning the subjects 
of which they treat. Why should not the 
science of cookery, upon which individual 
happiness and the existence and prosperity 
of the race so largely depend, be set forth 
in a literary way? Why should it not have 
an author instead of a mere compiler? Why 


‘the monotonous, conventional, and routine 
manner in which its rules are now presented ? 
Why should it not have humor, fancy, imag: 
ination, poetical sentiment, and scholarship 
to enliven and make attractive the dry, for 
mal recipes and to commend it to the gen‘ 
eral reader for a pleasant hour’s perusal aé 
well as to the cook for its information? All 
the existing cook books smell of the kitchen, 
Their style has not changed in g hundred 
years. Recipes may change, but the technic 
of the formula remains as rigidly fixed as 
etn axiom in mathematics or an) oath in 
eourt.. Any change in this will be 

arelict. 

There is a literature, as there is baaplowen 
of cookery, and no doubt the professor who 
has undertaken to present that literature is 
a gentleman who respects his dinner. It is 
not impossible, even in a kitchen, that the 
“ English undefiled,” may have upli 
ing effect upon domestics, and 
they find themselves in-company with a 
cook book of engaging manners and correct 
discourse it may improve their dwn man- 
ners and discourse. That may have a subtle 
influence upon the style of the dishes they 
prepare. It may also arouse a feeling of 
pride and emulation in the profession and 
an ambition to be known as a lite cook, 

Equally. it may help to make e of the 
co-eds good cooks and interest maddy a mis- 
tress in the subject of cookery, which in 
turn will increase domestic happiness, by 
freeing the master from the caprices of the 
manager of the range and insuring him a 
dinuer which he can respect. This may not 
followin every case, but the professor’s 
| scheme is a step in the right direction. Any- 

thing which tends to elevate of improve 
cookery should be welcome ‘as tending to 
| inerease human happiness and diminish hu-

But the wail that 
oratory is dead forever mist now be stilledi 
A “school of auctioneering and oratory " in 
Towa has recently graduated a clase of forty} 
two students. Oratory may be dead politi 
cally, but it still lives. Business has adopted 
it for its own. The trained orator can sell 
more goods than the onedgnorant of thi art. 
Oratory is safe now that it has es found 
useful in business. 
In this business demonstrates that through 
it the “ arts” may be saved and developed. 
Oratory is 4 valuable adjunct to the art of 
selling goods. Auctioneering or electioneer- 
ing are mtich the same. The aim of the 
orator in either ease is to persuade, to sway 
his hearers, to make them see things as he 
sees them. . The orator who can do this best 
gets the most votes, or sells the most goods. 
Great is art. But oratory is not the great- 
est of the arts that may be applied to busi- 
ness. Poetry of the right kind should “ get 
business ” as well or better than oratory. 
The sway of the poet is often mightier than 
that of the orator. Oratory is a thing of 
the moment; poetry something to haunt the 
mind for a long time. Given something 
like “* By the old Moulmein Pagoda, looking 
eastward to the sea——,” on a summer re- 
sort circular, and a hotel would be filled with 
rest-seeking city people.

OME years ago I suggested the cae dia of holding

"geries. A kind collector, with whom I was residing, 
showed me his own little store of “fakes” which 
he had innocently purchased. He was anxious to 
contribute to the exhibition, but other owners of 
pseudo treasures were not “in a coming on humor.” 
This indicated a want of humor in general—ot 

the power of seeing a joke at one’s own expense— 
and a want of public spirit, = . 

Everything that interests collectors and arch- 
mologists may be “ faked,” and has been “ faked ” 
by man, from old postage stamps and autographs 
_of Jeanne @’Arc and of Judas Iscariot, to lumping 
flint tools and Greek jewels, and gold coins and 
wanes Of medisval Servia, and leaden articles suposed to have been worn 
ous pilgrims, and Greek gems, though few are clever enough to ere- 
ge them in our days. The coffin plate of Robert Bruce was forged, and 
Speed in Dunfermline abbey: it is now in the National Museum of 
Seuand, with the epitaph of the legendary Graham (Robert)), who over- 
bew the Roman wall!

But the evil which forgers of antiquities do lives 
after them forever in the way of making specialists distrust every discovery 
professing to be old, and yet of an entirely unfamiliar nature. When poor 
M. Boucher de Perthes found the re of a’man of the reindeer age in 
France, and earlier, he was flown upon ‘by tlie learned, who suspected fraud. 
Meanwhile his workmen, we learn from Dr. Munro’s book, did “ salt ” the

‘There was a genuine cave, containing gentiine drawings 
on bone by palwolithic men, in Poitou, and there did Meillet dump down a 
drawing on bone of a thing like a four legged bird with a trunk like a bill, 
and some of the letterlike characters which paleolithic’ men used to draw, 
nobody knows why. He seems to have had the premature idea of inventing 
the alphabet. Meillet went too far, and dumped down an inscription in 
characters of a Hebrew alphabet, not older than the ninth century of the 


- Christian era. Will it be believed that “ Meillet got rid of his collection ad- 


vantageously,” says. ‘Dr. Manto, “and disappeared”? He was not even a 


disinterested jester. 


A M., Laganne betted with experts no jess eminent than M. Lartet and 
Mr. Christy that he would hoax them, and he won his bet. Of his two 
drawings of elephants on bone—one looks like the hind quarters of a har- 
nessed horse; in the other the elephant has a wink in his eye and an action 
of the trunk which mre extremely candid.

Judge Cutting of the Probate court has ex- 


cused so’ many estates from registering titles 
to real estate, as required by the statute 
which’ went into force July 1, that theamend- 


ment to the Torrens law is almost a dead 
letter. 


So far there have been registered in com- 


pliance with the law half a dozen estates, 
but twenty-five to fifty have been excused 
from complying with the law by the Pro- 


bate court. This is in accordance with the 
law, however. 
It may be that it is because the court recog- 


nizes,that the constitutionality of the act is 
still to’ be determined by the Supreme court.

HE old parlor game of “ What is your thought 
like?’ is now being played by the scientists, 
and certain answers to the query relating to 
such stuff as thoughts are made of, to their 


Twentieth century science, weeping for 
more worlds to conquer, no longer directs its attention solely 
to the things of the earth, but finds itself compelled to glance 
further afield and to construct hypotheses as to the nature 


of matter and force which lie beyond the ken of its Instru-. 


ments, so that telepathy, clairvoyance, movement without 
contact, though not yet admitted to the scientific table, are 
approaching the Cinderella stage. So far has science pressed 


its researches that it is receiving the reward of those that. 


seek, and forces and beings on the next higher plane are 
beginning to show themselves on the outer edge of the phys- 
ical field. 

“Nature makes no leaps,’’ and as the physicist nears the 
confines of his kingdom he finds himself bewildered by touches 
and. gleams from another realm which interpenetrates his 
own. He finds himself compelled to speculate on invisible 
presences if only to find a rational explanation for undoubted 
physical phenomena and insensibiy he slips over the boundary. 


Physical Interpenetrates Astral Plane. 


One of the most interesting of the byroads from the phys- 
ical is that of the study of thought. The western scientist 
commencing in the anatomy and physiology of the brain en- 
deavors to make these the basis for a sound psychology. He 
passes into the regions of dreams, illusions, and hallucina- 
tions; and as soon as he endeavors to elaborate an experi- 
mental science which shall classify and arrange these he in- 
evitably plunges into the astral plane. Dr. Baraduc of Paris 
has nearly crossed the barrier and is well on the way towards 
photographing astro-mertal images, to obtaining pictures of 


‘what from” the materialistic viewpoint would be the results of 


‘#ibrations in the gray matter of the brain. Dr. Hooker of 
London has done similar work with the aurz of people, while 
Mrs. Annie Besant and Mr. C. W. Leadbeater have gone bold- 
ly beyond, and in their latest researches record observations 
and conclusions on thoughts and thought forms as system- 
atic as a chemist’s notes on an experiment, and show us pic- 
tures of thoughts and thought forms as clear and seeable as 
the painting of a flower or a star. 

“Each man,"" says Mrs. Besant and Mr. Leadbeater, 
“travels through space inclosed within a cage of his own 
building, surrounded by a mass of forms created by his ha- 


_bitual thoughts. Through this medium he' looks out upon 


the world and naturally sees everything tinged with its pre- 
dominant colors and all rates of vibration which reach him 
from without are more or less modified by its rate. Thus 
until a man learns complete control of thought and feeling 
he sees nothing as it really is, since all his observations must | 
be made through this medium, which distorts and colors. 
everything like imperfectly made glass. 


Dual Effect of Each Thought. 


“Bach definite thought,”’ they say, “ produces a double 
effect—a radiating vibration and a floating form. The thought 
itself appears as a vibration, and this may be simple or com- 
plex. If the thought itself is absolutely simple there is only 
the one rate of vibration and only one type of mental mat- 


ter will be strongly affected. When a sudden wave of 


emotion sweeps over a man, for example, his astral body is 
thrown into violent agitation and its original colors are for 
the time almost obscured by the flush of carmine or of blue 
or some other color which corresponds with the rate of vi-~ 
bration of that particular emotion.

“The majority of human thoush , however, are by no 


means simple. This means that at le st two separate vibra-— 


tions appear both in the mental and astral bodies—frequently 
more than two. The radiating vibration will therefore be 
a complex one, and the resultant thought form will show 
_several colors instead of only one. These radiating vibrations 
like all others in nature, become less powerful in proportion. 
to the distance from their source, though it is probable that 
the variation is in proportion to the cube of the distance in- 
stead of to the square, because of the additional dimension 
involved. Again, like all other vibrations, these tend to re- 
produce themselves whenever opportunity is offered to them, 
and so whenever they strike upon another mental body they 
tend to provoke in it their own rate of motion. That is, they 
tend to produce in the mind thoughts of the same type as 
that which had previously arisen in the mind of the thinker 
who. sent forth the waves.

than strength. 


One Man’s Thought Has Replica in Others. 


“A man’ thinking keenly upon some high subject pours 
out from himself vibrations which tend to stir up thought at 
a similar level in others. They naturally act with especial 
vigor upon those minds already habituated to vibrations of 
similar character, yet they have some effect on every mental 
body upon which they impinge, so that their tendency is to 
awaken the power of higher thought in those to whom it has 
not yet become a custom. 
haley ¢ second effect of thought, the creation of a definite 
form, has to do with the fact that every thought or impulse’ 
sent forth from our mental or from our astral body becomes 
for the time a kind of living creature, the thought force being 
the soul and the vivified matter the body. Some novelists 
have been dimly aware of such a process, and, like Thackeray, 
have testified that their characters when once created have 
doveloped a will of their own, and insisted on carrying the 
plot of the story along lines quite different from those orig- 
inally intended by the author.

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N eclipse of the sun, visible to a large part of 
the North American continent, will take 
place on the morning of Aug. 30. The area 
from which the eclipse can be observed in- 
cludes the eastern two-thirds of the United 
PARTE States, nearly all the Gulf of Mexico, and 
de suey the southern portion of the eastern half of 
Canada. ; 

The accompanying map is intended to indicate the 
course of the eclipse“in America. The narrow band shows 


the position of the belt of totality,” that being the area 


to which the sun will be completely obscured for the space 
of a little more than two minutes by the moon’s shadow. 
, The belt sweeps eastward from near Winnipeg to the 
southern part of James bay, and thence over the Labrador 
Peninsula, which it leaves about 100 miles north of the 
eastern entrance to the strait of Belle Isle. From that. 
point the “ belt ’’ crosses the Atlantic ocean, meeting no 
land till it reaches the north coast of Spain, crosses that 
country, passing about forty miles north of Madrid. 


_ Crosses Ocean Into Spain . 

It then crosses the Mediterranean, Egypt, the Red sea, 
@nd Arabia, ending at sunset where the south coast of that 
country meets the Arabian sea, after having passed over 
Mecca, the “holy city " of the Mohammedans. The dark 
band of shadow averages nearly 140 miles in width, the 
greatest diameter of the shadow, perpendicular to its axis, 
at the point where it meets the earth, being about 105 miles. 
The shadow passes over about 152 degrees of longitude in 
nearly two hours and fifty-five minutes, the longest time 
occupied in passing over any one point being three minutes 
and forty-five seconds, the maximum point being in 
Europe. 

The curve near the left hand side of the map passes 
through all those points to whieh the eclipse will end at 
Sunrise. To all points farther west, including the whole 

Of the Pacific slope, the eclipse will have ended before the 
Sun and moon reach the horizon. The middle line passes 
tirough all those points at which the middle of the eclipse 

"®ccurs at sunrise, and the right hand line of the three 
indicates the positions of all points in the United States 
&t which the eclipse wil! begin when the sun is rising there. 


Visible Here in Early Morning. 

It is easy to see from the map that the phenomenon

| The amount of greatest darkening for any point fn this 
Pert of the world may be ascertained roughly in an easy 
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tianner. Thus, the eclipse is total at 30 degrees latitude, 
and the penumbra extends to 20 degrees north. Hence, if 
we subtract the latitude at any point from 30 (50 minus 
20) and divide the remainder by 30, the resulting decimal 
will represent the width of sunlight at the time of great- 
est obscuration. For Chicago this would give 50 minus 42, 
to be divided by 30, being 0.25 nearly, or not far from one-; 
quarter, as stated. Of course, it will be understood that 
the curving of. the earth’s surface makes the computa- 


tion much more complicated than this if we wish to ar- 


rive at precise results for any named point. 


Other Eclipses Seen Here. 


The eclipse will be over before the ordinary times of

totality passing through Canada, across the Atlantic, and 
thence over Spain and Egypt. | 


Discoveries in Astronomy Expected. 

Of course, it will be understood that the sight from any 
part of the United States will be little more than the grati- 
fication of a curiosity; but that needs not to be an idle one, 
if it helps to an idea of the immense strides that have been 
made in astronomical knowledge since the days when cer- 
tain astronomers in Babylonia watched three whole days 
for an eclipse of the sun without betng able to see it, and 
the times still farther back when nobody thought such' 
an event could be anticipated at all. Contrast this with 
the fact that the beginning of totality at Des Moines oc- 
curred within four seconds of the time that had been com- 
puted for it some days beforehand,-and then say if the 
human intellect has not demonstrated its ability to reach 
out at least a long way towards a knowledge of the infinite. 

Lunar Motion Theory. | 

And from this it may be inferred that not much re- 
mains to be done in perfecting the theory of the lugar mo- 
tion. But even if so there still is much to be discovered, 
for which the study of a total eclipse of the sun affords 
the best opportunity. Prominent among the items of work 
which it is proposed to do on Aug. 30 are the search for 
an intramercurial planet, the study of the corona, and 
work with the spectroscope, the photometer, and the 
polariscope. The observing stations will be near the At- 
lantic, on both sides of that ocean, the object being to 
have the sun at as great an altitude as possible, and these 
will be occupied by several parties of American and Euro- 
pean astronomers. The search for one planet or more re- 
volving around the sun at a less distance than Mercury 
was undertaken. systematically in 1878. Prof. James C, 
Watson, at a station in Wyoming, claimed to have seen 
one, and Lewis Swift, at Denver, thought he saw two, but 
subsequent search nas not verified these “ discoveries,” 
though close analysis of the planetary motions, particu- 
larly those of Mercury, seems to render it almost certain 
that there must be some such planet or planets (perhaps 
many of them), or else we have to fall back on the hypo- 
thesis that the force of attraction does not vary precisely 
ir the inverse proportion to the square of the distance. 
So, the space in the neighborhood of the sun will be 
seanned by many eager observers, not only visually but 
by means of photographic apparatus. . 

The Recurrence of Eclipses. — 

The eclipse cycle is a period of eighteen years ten and 
one-third days, or eleven and one-third days, according 
as the series contains five or four-leap years. In that time 
there are 223 new moons, and nearly one revolution of the 
nodes, or points in which the orbit of the earth intersects 
that of the moon. Eclipses can occur only when the lumi- 
naries, at the time of new or full, are within,a few de-: 
grees of these points. This permits the occurrence of 
about seventy eclipses in each cys*le, twenty-nine of which 
are of the moon and forty-one of the sun, but the latter 
are much the less often witnessed from any particular 
spot on the earth’s surface, because each of them is vis- 
ible from a relatively small area, while the lunar eclipse 
can be seen from every point on that half of the earth’s 
surface which is turned away from the sun. In one year 
there may be not more than seven eclipses, five of which 
will be solar, and not less than two, botk of which will be 
solar. There cannot be more than three lunar eclipses, 
and may be none. Also. there seldom are more than six 
of both kinds. In the present Instance the length of the 
moon's conical shadowW is about 7,500 miles greater than her 
distance from the earth’s center; hence the moon com- 
pletely obscures the sun under the cond!tions above stated. 
This because the moon's distance then will be about 12, 
miles less than the average. But when, at the time of a 
solar eclipse, the earth's distance from. the sun be near 
the least possible, and that of the moon from us be near 
the greatest, the apex of the shadow does not quite reach 
the earth, and then the eclipse is annular, the sunlight ex- 
tending all around the moon, lik: a ring during a few sec- 
onds to those who are on the central line. Such an eclipse — 
occurred March 5 of this year, the annular band passing 
over south Australia, and the ocean west and east of it. 

It may be added that after the lapse of the above named 
cycle, another series of eclipses occur in about the same or- 
der,,and that the Metonic cycle, of nineteen years, meas- 
ures the duration of two hundred and thirty-five lunations 
to within about an hour and a half; so that the moon's 
age at any named date is the same at intervals of nineteen’ 
years. |

Eat After Work. | 
At no time in the day’s work should the 
digestive apparatus be called upon for hur- 
ried duty, when by the proper apportioning 
of meals all this energy may be found stored 
for brain service. When the day's thinking 
is done the system is in much better condi- 
tion for digestion than at any other time, 
and if possible a little. time for recreation 
should be allowed before sitting down to the 
table for the one heavy meal of the day. 
But always it is a mistake to act with the 
idea that violent physical exercise is an off- 
set to mental strain. Light exercise, fresh 
air, and if possible the feeling of recreation 


in these are essential to best results, — 


Sugar Great Stimulant. 


Recently the value of sugar as a quickly | 
stimulating food has been brought out by the 
analytical chemist. In cases of extreme fa- 
tigue a lump of sugar acts as food and stim- 
ulant combined, and the Japanese armies in 
the field have been quick to avail themselves 
of the knowledge. Even the horse at heavy 
‘work, when tired. will respond noti¢eably 


after an ounce of sugar is fed to him. In

Workers in dye stuffs, artificial flow- 
ers, and green wall paper also need to exert 
special care and never to eat luncheon in a

Men working as stokers, furnace 1 in 
rolling mills, foundrymen, and the like are 


subject to tremendous heat. Thirst is 
aroused, and too often beer is used to 
quench it instead of water, or, preferably, 
oatmeal water. Any form of alcohol used 
under these circumstances means the short- 
ening of the life of the drinker. |

How April Eggs Are Kept a Yeer. 
This is the way an egg laid in April is kept 
QF use the next winter: Scores of men in 


Chicago make a business of storing eggs. 
They have established‘what they call “ cen- 
traliging points’’ in different states around 
Illinois. The seasan opens in Kansas, Mis- 
souri, and Illinois. Iowa and the Dakotas in 
a few weeks will begin to turn out their 
shares. These “centralizing points” are 
railroad centers, where the eggs gathered by 
the storekeevers are gathered and shipped in 
carload lots. They are taken to the side- | 


track of a storage house, and tne wooden 


crates are piled in tiers in the coolers, with 
the tops off to allow free circulation of air. 
Ammonia gas is let into pipes passing through 
the rooms, and keeps the temperature atany 
desired point. The thermometer is kept as 
low as possible without freezing the eggs and 
causing the shells to crack. The average is 
from 30 to 34 degrees.

The deterioration of cold storage eggs is due 
to the evaporation of the white. — 
When the packer decides to sell his supply 
of eggs, he goes to the butter and egg ex- 
change and meets the commission men,-who 


are the buyers. They set a price, and the 


packer signs an order “ releasing “ the num- 
ber of crates that the market requires. The 
buyer then goes to the cold storage house, 
gets out a half dozen crates of the eggs, and 
has them “ candled” or tested by a man 
who holds them before a light ane picks out 
the bad ones. The percentage of shrinkage 
thus is made known, and the price is scaled 
down from the butter and egg exchange.

AM a property holder, having purchased 
my own home four years ago. It is paid 
for entirely. I am out of debt. Yet lI 
would sell my home at a sacrifice and go 

’ back to renting. 
The question of whether or not a young 
married man, working for a moderate salary, 
should own his own home is an important 


. ene, which is debated, undoubtedly, by every 


young married couple ina big city: Natural- 
ly the desire to become a property holder, 
to have a fixed place of abode, a “ home” 
in which to raise the family, a place in which 
one can take pride, where one can be free 
from the tyrannies of flat owners and jani- 
tors and free from the annoyance of transient 
and inconsiderate neighbors, is strong with 
every young couple. After the children be- 


gin to arrive the argument “ that the chil- 


dren should have a home” is the strongest 
and most potent one. : 

After trying both systems I have no hesi- 
tancy in saying that—except for the con- 
siderations of the health and well being of 
the children--no young married man on a 
salary of less than $75 a week should attempt 
‘to own property in Chicago. [t is cheaper, 
better, and more satisfactory to rent. Ore 
ean even rent a house cheaper than he can 
own it, and he can do infinitely better and be 
safer and more comfortable ina flat.

Many Unexpected Expenses, 
Now I imagined that as soon ag the rent

' J eould save money enough to pay for the 


ty. The first week in the new house 
my eyes began to open. Here are some of the 
things that I found: 

The furnace was but half built—for show. 
The furnace man charged me $18 to finish 

. what I supposed was finished. The man who 
built the house agreed, verbally, that he 
would put in screens, window shades, clean 
the house, build a fence, put up clothés poles, 
provide storm windows, and “ de all neces- 
sary repairs.”” I got the screens and shades 
—it was a new house. I also got the gas fix- 
tures which he agreed fo put ti.

‘‘Drummer’” Losing Grip

HERE have been so many articles writ- 
ten on.the art of selling goods on the 
road that it would seem that the field 
had been so thoroughly exploited as to 
leave no room for anything further 

of interest to be said on the subject. How-~ 
ever, from the standpoint of a salesman of a 
great many years’ experience, I have as yet 
failed to see any one remark on the tre- 
mendous evolution that has taken place in 
this trade or profession. | 

When I first started on the road eighteen 
years ago the “ smartest "’ man, or the sales- 
man with the most personality, captured 
most of the business. A house would hire a 
man, put him in a certain territory, and if the 
man was genial, persistent, “ smooth,” and 
liberal, or, in other words, “ if he took with 
the trade ,"” it was a foregone conclusion that 
he could get results, satisfactory both to him- 
self and his principals, however poor his line. 

But since those golden days there has been 
a gradual change, until now the personality 
of a salesman does not have a quarter of the 
effect that it had in those days. 
ments have entered into destroying this val- 
uable asset of the manontheroad. The first 
is the exploitatéon of the merits of his goods 
by the manufacturer through other channels 
than the ones so generally pursued by hiy 
predecessor or by his less up to date com- 
petitor. The greatest and most effective 
agency used that has proved the most com- 
pelling one as a business getter has been 
that giant of all salesmen, “ printer’s ink,” 
backed up by meritorious merchandise. 


Chicago Newspapers Sel! Goods 

Three-quarters of the people of the state 
of Wisconsin have their dally Chicago pa- 
pers before 11 o'clock in the morning. Large- 
ly on account of the influence of these pa- 
pers, the type of backwoods merchant is 
fast disappearing, there being little differ- 
ence now in the knowledge of the country 
dealer with that of his city brother as tothe 
most attractive places to buy his merchan- 
dise, despite the persistent and importunate 
drummer for the more mediocre houses.

They 
also offered to back him up with $75,000 for 
his owh share, and he was ofily worth about 
$10,000. 
with $400,000 to invest as he thought best. 
It was the crucial point with not only his own 
but thé fortunes of those who sent him, and, 
instead of joining the mad rush of the crowd 
who were hurrying to become producers, he 


debided right here to begin at the refinery | 


end of the product, and he returned to Cleve- 


. land withott investing a dollar. as 


Clews, like all men who have déalt suc- 
cessfully in stocks, is a good exponent of his 
own advice, and his first great enterprise in 
Wall street was characteristically bold. 
Owing to a failure, he had given up his seat 
in the stock exchange during three years 
prior to 1878. When it was returned to him 
at that time all classes of securities Were re- 
markably cheap. Many persons were de- 
terred in speculating in them by the 10 per 
cent commission then demanded by brokers. 

‘In a widely distributed circular Clews of- 
fered to buy and sell all stocks on a5 per cent 
margin, and the result was that all of his old 
customers returned to him, with hundreds 
of new ones. A great boom in stocks begap 
just as he resumed business and all his clients 
made money. This gave the new firm a great 
reputation, and soon its transactions sur- 
passed those of the old firm, which had been 
distinguished during the war. The good luck 
of Clews became a popular phrase, with 
plentiful evidence that it was good judg- 
ment that guided the good luck. 

Ryan Noted for Originality. 

It was the originality of his methods which 
first attracted the attention of the great 
financiers of the country to Thomas Ryan. 


This was also on the stock exchange, where 


he had been able to purchase a scat. At 21 
he had succeeded in forming a partnership 
here and “‘ becoming his own boss,”” which 
was what he had been striving for af his 


life, and after he had saved enough to pur- 


chase his seat it was his independent and 
original policy, unusual in so young a man, 
which drew attention to him. Jay Gould, 
Samuel J. Tilden, William R. Traverse, John

Another successful man, who started even 
younger than Schwab without depending 
on his family, although they were well to do 
people, was Nixon, the shipbuilder, who 
found a position for himself in a shipyard 
when he was only 14.

RS. Martha Edwards’ clever article 
in the Worker's Magazine of a few 
weeks ago concerning the lack of 
courtesy common among department 

| store salesmen and saleswomen 

prompts me to write im regard to office and 
bank clerks—two classes of workers suf- 
fering acutely from the same disarrangement 
of faculties which is shown by store clerks. 

Because of my business I have to come 
into direct contact with possibly a hundred 
office and bank clerks each week of the 
year. This number of men in these lines 
cover a great variety of positions from that 
of the little office boy to the head clerk. 
While it is obviously !mpossible that the 
amenities and niceties of social life be ob- 
served in the whirl of the dollar chase, it 
is, or should be, obvious to any one that 
common courtesy and politeness make the 
wheels of business run smoother and more 
profitably than the opposite manners. Yet 
it is Ahe opposite sort of manners that pre- 
vails among the — of workers I have in. 
mind. 

Clerks Get Swelied Heside. 

Somehow, superciliousness in the highest 
degree is the7one thing that the young cler- 
ical worker seems to strive to acquire the 
minute he gets a position which brings him 
into direct contact with the business pub- 
lic. If it happens that this position carries 
with it a trifle of executive power the su- 
perciliousness runs into “ swell head.” The. 
poor customer who comes to leave an order 
in an Office, or who comes to see some one 
there, is a creature to be contemned, judg- 
ing from the attitude of the average office 
clerk. Why isit? Why is it that the young 
man who gets behind a brass rail or a count- 
er with a pen behind his ear will do just 
exactly what it is not to his advantage to 
Go and what is the direct opposite of com- 
mon sense? 


Bank Clerks: Impolite. 

Mrs. Edwards in her article wonders why 
the shopgirl is irritable and often impolite. 
Then what wonder it is that the office clerk 
or the bank clerk has these qualities in 
even greater intensity. The little shopgirl 
who stands behing a counter for eight hours 
a day, poorly paid, often ill fed, and with 
little enough of the joy of life to make her 
happy, no prospects to make her hope, is, in 
my mind, if not justified in being “ cranky,” 
at least to be condoned some. But with the 
clerical worker of the better grade it is 
different. The clerk is well paid, works short 
hours, has chances for promotion, has plenty 
in life to make him contented, and yet is 
not courteous in his treatment of his firm’ s 
business associates. 


Undoubtedly a goodly number of proepec- : 


tive customers are driven away from the de- 
partment stores through the inattention of 
the clerks, but I know of hundreds of inci- 
dents where improper treatment by the office 
force has sent a man with a business déa! 
away disgruntled and determined to give 
thet office a wide berth in the future. I 
know of two inetances, positively, because 
‘they were my own personal experiences, 
where a business man has withdrawn his 


account from banks because of the conduct | 
toward him of the two employés of the | 


establishment he had to deal with. And 1 
am not thin skinned or particularly sensitive 
about the treatment accorded me. 

Honesty, sobriety, industry, and ambition 


_ have often been named as the cardinal quali- 


ties to make for a young man’s success, but 
I think courtesy should be added, and near 
the head of the list.

Impoliteness Everywhere. 


Go into an office as a stranger and whatis . 
the general ‘attitude of the office force to-: 
wards you? Go to a bank where you are not 


known and what kind of a look do the men 
behind: the bars give you when you try to do 
business with them? Ask an office clerk a 
simple question directly in his line of work 
and he gives you quickly to understand that 
he is not at all glad to answer. Try to put 
through a paper at the bank,.and, if there is 
the least opportunity for it you will be made 
to feel that your feelings are not things to 
be considered by his highness the clerk. This 
Jack of politeness (let us be thorough and 
add lack of sense) seems to prevail wherever 
one goes, in all classes x offices. You can’t 


- get away from it. 


Here is my experience of one day, not long 
ago, when occasion took me into six offices 
and a bank. The first place I went into was 
the public office of one of the large gas com- 
panies. My purpose was to pay my monthly 
bill, incidentally remedying an error of 
charge. It was a lovely morning and I felt 
kind towards all humanity when I entered

ferently. I approached a window marked

Great Mass of Workers Unambitious 

There are many thdividual reasons why one 
man or another does not succeed, but, taking 
ibe Class of werku.cn of grade slightly 
lower than the skilled tradesman as one 
great mass, the great trouble with them is 
that they are not ambitious enough. 

In the course of the last year the writer 
has talked intimately with hundreds of 
workmen, varying from the coal miner of 
southern Illinois to the day laborer on west- 
ern farms, City laborers, however, havé 
been in the majority. In the conversation 
of all of these “ poor wage earners "’ there 
was @ note of discontent, yet seldom was 
there a note of dohérent ambition. Never 
did it ocour that the laborer was of a mental 
type so iow that he did not realize there 
were better things than the things that were 
his to have and to hold. But, again, seldom 


_. @id he have the inspiring thought that by 
- fatelligent effort, by studying, training, and 


improving himself, and by working for these 
things, he might come into them himself. 
Probably 50 per cent of the men of all 
classes talked with weré loud in their de- 
nunclations of a fate that had placed them 
at the lower steps of the ladder and which, 
according to them, had seen fit to close the 
upper rungs against them. One-half of this 
50 per cent were actually anarchistic in their 
views of thé matter. But not one-tenth of 
1 per cent had any thoughtful idea of doing 
anything with their own minds and their 
own efforts to alter their own conditions. 
Not one man tn the grades of workers lower 
than the trades had an ambition higher than 
becoming the owner of a farm or possibly a 
small store. Plenty of thém hoped some day 
to have money enough saved to enable them 
tO start in the saloon business. And yet 
there were plenty of them who could have 
risen to positions of real worth and im- 
portance in the world. — 
Example of Wasted Ability. 
Probably one of the most striking of such 
examples of wasted ability, opportunity, or 
resources, the writer found in that of-a 
barn man in a north side boarding and livery 
stable in Chicago. This man had all the 
points of character that go to make up the 
successful mam. First, and most important, 
he had will power. His mouth, and chin, 
and jaw bones, every line of them indicating 
forcefdiness and possibilities of individual 
ity of character, might have been posed for

face of the successful American man, Cour- 
age the man had to a marked degree, adap- 
tability he had, as is amply testified by the 
fact that he had been a hotel clerk in a small 
town, farmer, railroad switchman, and cow 
puncher before acquiring his present high 
position of caretaker of a stable of horses. 
But ambition of the sort that makes @ man 
strive and labor for wealth and position he 
aid not have in the slightest degree. He was 
short the divine spark without which the 
splendid machine of a man was destined to 
be the servant of others so long as he lives. 

When. approached seriously this man's 
conversation ran —— on the hard luck 
that was his lot life. He bemoaned the. 
fact that he was a stable man. He saw 
Wealthy men come to the stable and take 
away their equipages, and stood behind a 
—s door and cursed them and their good 
ortune.

ONE can make a hammock as good 
can be bought, and that.at a cost 
so smnall that every member of the 
,™ family can possess one providing 
there are places to hang them. 
The materials required are a needle about 
7 inches long and with a big eye, an iron ring 
for each end of the hammock, two long 
smooth sticks. on which to knit the ham- 
mock, and two pounds of strong hemp cord 
or twine. The twine may be colored in any 
color or combination of colors desired. A 
Roman stripe at each end of the hammock 
makes a pretty effect. The cost of the ma- 
terials should not exceed 20 cents. 
A hammock 45 tnches wide will not be too 
latge for solid comfort. To knit it first 
thread the big needle, and, holding it in 
the left hand, hold the cord in place with 
the thuthb until you have looped the cord 
over the tongue, then pass the cord under 
the needle to the opposite side and catch 
over the tongue. Repeat this operation un- 
til the needle is full, | .

The little armholes are un- 
finished, and except for the binding are completely con- 
cealed by a pointed collar which is trimmed around with 
embroidery. Another popular pattern for a white apron 
is the little shallow yoke cut in the way just described 
and edged with band insertion an inch wide, which is also 
applied to the armholes and neck. It gives an attractive 
appearance to this little apron to set the sash strings up 
quite high in the back, as it adds to the general Mother 
Hubbard effect in the design. | 

In making the apron with the pointed collar some diffi- 
culty is found in joining the collar to the yoke. If the 
two openings are cut accurately with collar and neck 
just the same size they can be joined best by a narrow 
French,seam which is turned to the inside. The sash on 
this apron is set lower, end is made in the regulation width 
of three inches and length of three-quarters of a yard, 
The hems should also be turned three inches deep. One 
of the new wrinkles is to make aprons without fasten- 
ings and which go on over the head. These aprons are 
attached to a yoke which is cut all in one piece, and 
which is extended and slashed over the shoulders to form 
a bretelle effect and seamed at the underside for an inch

When,it comes to goods for house gowns everything 
fashionable is embroidered all over. Even broadcloth and 
Venetian cloths come punctured with little holes embroid- 
ered around in silk of self color, which can only be de- 
scribed as “eyelets,"’ as they have almost exactly the 
pattern and effect of the summer linens. Perhaps the 
ideal goods for a gown of fanciful creation is a line of 
nun’s vellings of the thinnest order with these embroid-

There is one midsummer fabric which its reduced at 
this time of year of which advantage should be taken by 
anybody who wants a new evening frock, and that is 
lace, especially the valenciennes, which has returned to 
popular favor in the old mesh which used to be common 
in allover patterns and which was known as platte. For 
a lace gown or a lace waist the best and most desirable 
choice is this platte lace, which is being used abroad to 
the exclusion of all the heavier and more ornate patterns, 
and which has not yet been exploited enough here to give 
it a boom as to prices. One of the prettiest gowns which, 
though simple in design, was a tribute to beautiful taste 
and beautiful work in detail and putting together, was 
made of this lace over shell pink. The trimming was 
also shell pink, being in peau de soie and put on in three 
deep ruffies far enough apart on the skirt for the top one 
to reach nearly to the hips. These ruffles were about 
seven inches deep, and at the bottom edge of each the 
finish was a scant ruffle of the same make of the goods 
doubled so that when finished it was hot more than haif 
an inch wide. The waist was a simple blouse on shirt 
waist lines with the pink satin carried up in a wide belt 
and over the shoulders in harness effect, The edges of 
all of this being also finished with the soft puffy little 
ruffie.

Buttons 
are one of the trimmings which will be popular in decor- 
ating the little maid's gown, and these are carefully 
chosen to contrast with the goods and to harmonize with 
the braid or stitching. As usual there is a cry about the 
forthcoming plaids, which is frequently a cry of wolf, 
but which from all indications will really materialize this 
year.
